d ra w a ls on new accounts.

T h e r e will be no such m ora torium .” 
Under th e te rm s of the joint reso­ 
lution, th< State Se cre tary of Banking 
“ is authorized and directed not to take 
possession of any bank because of its 
decision not to meet in full” its Ha 
butties for pri or deposits, provided the 
ban k is able to continue on a paying 
an d liquid basis re gardin g all deposits 
accepted after it adopts the plan. 
Meanwhile, the liabilities previously 
ex isting could be gradually liquidated 
as tho b a n k ’s resources on old 
ac ­ 
coun ts permit. W he re a bank adopts 
the plan, the s e creta ry of banking will 
d ete rm ine the perc entage of paym ents 
which may be made on old deposits 
Just as he has been doing In the case 
of banks he has closed and taken into 
th e possession of the state. 
While the plan is available to all 
banks in Pennsylvania, both s ta te and 
national, it is intended as a prop for 
th e w e a ke r institutions, 
which 
will 
ad opt it to prevent failures. 
“Unq uestionably,” 
said 
Governor 
Pinchot, only a smalL minority of the 
banks of Pennsylvania will at this 
time find it advisable to ta ke a d v a n ­ 
tage of the t e r m s of the joint resolu ­ 
tion. How few are compelled to do so 
will depend on the r e s tra i n t and co­ 
oper'! t on of th eir depositors. 
“ This action is taken to safeguard 
th e mass of Pennsylvania depositors 
from suffering from the needless de­ 
sire of hysteria a1 depositors to with­ 
draw their funds. It should also p re ­ 
clude the im med iate calling of many 
loans and the hasty
